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The expressions "a fragment thereof" and "a homologue of a 
CLCA protein" render the claimed scope unclear, see Article 6 
PCT. According to the description (page 12), a homologue of a 
CLCA protein is all variants with retained hydrolase activity, 
A fragment of a CLCA protein or of a homologue of a CLCA 
protein is defined in the same way. This means that also 
proteins with hydrolase activity that has a very low homology 
to a CLCA protein are contained in the claimed scope . Since 
the invention relates to identifying modulators of the 
hydrolase activity of CLCA proteins, the invention is not 
considered to function for the whole of the claimed scope. 
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
